POMPIDOU, GEORGES JEAN RAYMOND 
(1911- ), never before elected to a political office, 
was handpicked by French President Charles de 
Gaulle to become premier on April 14. He suc- 
ceeded Michel Debré, whose three-year, three-month 
tenure was the longest of any French premier. 

Pompidou was born July 5, 1911, in Montboudif, 
France. He was a professor of literature until World 
War II, when he joined the Free French movement. 
He emerged in 1944 as a member of De Gaulle's 
civilian staff, and has served since as De Gaulle’s close 
personal adviser and emissary. Pompidou helped 
produce De Gaulle’s memoirs, as well as several an- 
thologies of French poetry. 

Pompidou decided to retain 19 out of the 29 mem- 
bers of Debré”s cabinet. He is said to have the “same 
view of France and the same view of De Gaulle's 
destiny as De Gaulle himself.”

POPOVICH, PAVEL ROMANOVICH (1930- 

i ), aboard Vostok IV, was the second man of 
Russia’s orbital duet in 1962. Popovich went up on 
August 12, a day later than Maj. Andrian Nikolayev 
(see NIKOLAYEV, ANDRIAN GRIGORYEVICH). Both men 
landed safely on August 15. Popovich's flight of 48 
orbits took 70 hours and 57 minutes. He used the 
code name Berkut (Golden Eagle) on his flight. See 
Russia; SPACE TRAVEL. 

Popovich was the first man accepted for Russian 
cosmonaut training. He was born Oct. 5, 1930, in 
Uzin, in the Ukraine. He was graduated from a voca- 
tional school and entered the industrial technical 
school in Magnitogorsk in the Urals, graduating in 
1951. Originally a volunteer in the Russian army, he 
went to aviation school and became a fighter pilot. 
He became a full party member in 1957.
